W ickerh am Also Asserts That the!I 
Defendants Have Been Actuated by 


a Fixed Purpose to Destroy Com­

Washington, Dec. 31.— In a printed 
brief of 268 pages, Attorney General 
George W. W ickerh am and his spe­ 
cial assistant, J. C. Reynolds, present­ 
ed to the.supreme court of the United 
States the case of the government in 
the famous tobacco trust cases, which 
w ill be argued next week in that court. 
The cases were tried in the United 
States circuit court for the Southern 
district of New York, which, after dis 
missing the petition as to foreign to 
bacco companies and some of the 
subordinate American companies, ad 
Judged the others to be parties to an 
unlawful conspiracy and enjoined them 
from continuing their operations and 
from engaging in interstate commerce. 
The attorney general takes the posh 
tion that these findings, sweeping as 
they seem to have been, were not 
broad enough, and he asked the su 
preme court to extend them to take in 
the foreign companies and some indi 
viduals who were relieved from the 
operation of the verdict. 
Many other 
extensions of the judgment are also 
requested. 


Growth of the Combine. 


After showing that in 1890 competi­ 
tion was free, the various coalitions 
are traced and facts given to show 
that the combination has grown until 
its combined assets amount to $400,- 
000,000. 
It is asserted that it maim 
factured all of the cigarettes for ex­ 
port and almost three-fourths of the 
smoking tobacco and of the cigarettes 
for domestic sale, more than three 
fourths of the plug, twist and linecut 
tobacco and almost all of the snuff and 
little cigars that are made.

LAMPHERE DIES IN PRISON 


Alleged Slayer cf Mrs. Gunness a Vic­ 
tim of Consumption. 
Laporte, iud., Dec. 31.— Ray Lam- 
phere, thirty-eight years old, slayer of 
Mrs. Belle Gunness and her children, 
died in the Michigan City penitentiary. 
where he was serving an indeterminate 
term for arson. 
Lamphere on April J 
28, 1908, set fire to the Gunness home 
near Laporte and incinerated the fam­ 
ily. 
He had formerly been employed 
by Mrs. Gunness as a workman on her 
farm. 
Following the fire the bodies of 
several persons who had been mur­ 
dered by Mrs. Gunness were unearthed 
in the farmyard. 
Lamphere was convicted of burning 
the house and sentenced on Nov. 26. 
1908, to serve from two to fourteen 
years 
in 
prison. 
Lamphere 
always 
contended that he was innocent of the 
arson. 
It was ehown, however, that 
^amphore was probably cognizant of 
some of Mrs. Gunness’ crimes and that 
he was angered at her. 
Shortly after Lamphere entered the 
penitentiary he developed tuberculo­ 
sis. 
He made no statement about the 
Gunness case, so far as is know’n, be­ 
fore he died.

HOPES FOR PEACEFUL 
SOLUTION OF TROUBLE 


It Is Retroactive and W ill Cover Earn 
ings of Pretent Year. 
Washington, Dec. 
31.— The excist 
tax imposed by act of congress passed 
Aug. f», 1909, becomes effective Sat 
unlay, and is retroactive, providing foi 
the payment of the tax for the yeai 
ending today. 
The law levies a tax ot 
I per cent on the net income of all 
corporations, joint stock companies, 
associations and insurance companies 
with a net income in excess of IT),OOO 
annually. 
It is calculated that the tax will 
yield to tin' United States government 
an annual revenue o f from $25,OOO,coe 
up. 
This is only rough figuring, as it 
is impossible to get at the exact data I 
of any corporations but the railroads 
excepting as the corporations have 
consented to give information In theii 
periodical reports. 
The railroads are 
obliged, by law, to file complete re 
ports with the interstate commerce 
commission. 
Under the corporation tax law all 
corporations will be required to file 
with the internal revenue ofhce by- 
March I next a detailed statement 
showing the amount of their business 
for the past year. 
The United States Steel corporation 
will be the largest contributor to Ur. 
cie Sam’s coffers under the I per cent 
tax. 
The steel corporation w ill pay 
a tax of about $1,300,000. 
The Standard Oil company, with its 
many subsidiary corporations, will pay 
the next highest rate. 
W all street fig 
ures that the new tax will compel the 
Standard to pay $500,000. 
There are a score of large corpora 
tions which will be obliged to pay a 
tax of anywhere from $100,000 to $250,- 
000.

flood which menaced Pittsburg and 
points south of here on the Ohio river. 
From reports received along the Ohio, 
the river is frozen solidly for its en­ 
tire length between bere and Cincin­ 
nati. 
The fear that warm weather 
might break the ice gorges formed in 
the river and let loose vast quantities 
of water with a rush is now past. 
The cold weather, however, is play 
ing havoc with rivermen and their 
work. 
For the first time in years the 
river is frozen over at Beaver. 
Five 
mines there operated by the People’s 
Coal company have closed on account 
of lack of supplies, which are trans 
ported to the mines via packets. 
A 
thousand men are thrown out of em­ 
ployment. 


The Thermometer. 
A thermometer the bulb of which 
contains mercury will not register un­ 
der 28 degrees F. below Vero—that is 
to say, mercury will freeze at that 
point. 
Of course iu tiffs country little 
practical use is found for thermome 
ters show ing more than 28 degrees be­ 
low cero, but in tile arctic and antarc­ 
tic they are essential. 
Such instru­ 
ments, however, contain spirts in the 
bulbs instead of mercury, but even 
this fluid becomes sluggish w’hen 40 
or 50 degrees below zero is recorded, 
and it w'ill seldom show GO degrees 
below.
